Studies, both of which organisations were founded in 1957 with head- 
quarters in Zurich, Switzerland, as outgrowths of the German Association 
for Talent Studies. 

The German Association for Talent Studies was founded in 1956 by 
Dr. Relnhold Schairer with the general objective of raising the level 
of German scientific and technical competence, when Schairer became 
aware that the USSR was closing the gap between East and West in 
scientific accomplishment . ‘Jhis was, of course, several years before 
Sputnik brought the problem to general attention. Schairer 1 s basic 
contention is that the West cannot survive if it is overtaken by the 
East In scientific and technical matters* Following its organization, 
the German Association established contact with the Ford Foundation 
and received encourage ment to branch out into other European countries; 
a grant of $25,000 was made for this purpose* Thus the Datern&tional 
Association was founded and later a Swiss Association. 

The Chairman of the German Association is Leo Brandt, State 
Secretary for Economics and Transportation of Rheinland-Westfalia. 
Brandt was Telefunken Director of Research and Development from 1937-li5 
and thus was familiar with the problem of developing and mo bilizing 
scientific and technical talent. 

President of the International Association is Ik. Schairer; 
president of the Swiss affiliate is Dr* Walter Ruegg, manager of the 
Swiss Aluminum Manufacturers Association; Mr. Kocherthaler is treasurer 
of both the International Association and the Swiss affiliate. 
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principal task of the Association is to encourage changes in 
educational systems and in the practices of private enterprise “which 
will increase the number and quality of scientists and engineers. For 
example, they wish to promote scholarships for talented youngsters from 
poorer famili es and encourage private industry to support tra in i n g for 
promising apprentices. They feel that the Eur opsan educational and 
social structure limits the development of talent to those classes idxich 
traditionally are admitted to the universities and that immense numbers 
of potential scientists and technicians are thereby lost. For these 
reasons, the Association* s work, at least for the present, is to support 
a general program of educating educators and industry leaders in the 
need for such changes. As far as is presently know, the Association is 
not concerned with individual scientists but only with the overall problem 
of finding ways to discover and develop scientific talent which otherwise 
would be lost.
